The Student Government Association (SGA) 
is composed of all curriculum Forsyth Tech 
students and is served by the Student 
Government Council (SGC). The SGC 
consists of the student government officers, 
Alpha Mu Beta fraternity members and other 
SGC representatives.

The Student Government Council (SGC) is 
intended to be a laboratory of development for 
motivated students.

This 
is a program in which students can test their 
education, experiment with social and group 
dynamics and make positive personal changes 
without fear of criticism. 


The SGC, with the Student Activities staff, 
manages the student activities budget and 
meets in business sessions.
